Pee], and while it may seem a strange 
sort of introduction to an article on linen 
for Christmas, actually it is not so out of 
place as it might at first appear, for it is 
at marriage that the linen question first 
arises in,a family, while it is at Christmas 
that friends have an ideal opportunity of 
replenishing or adding to the stock. 

At Christmas one instinctively thinks 
of food, and thinking of food one wonders 
about the manner of its serving 
and of the napery upon which it 
will be placed. It is natural for 
one’s ideas to range in the direction 


of the table cloths and the napkins, and 


- subsequently through the other articles in 


the linen chest. One wants the house to 
look at its best around the Christmas 
season, and it cannot look at its best if 
its linen is not “ just right. ' 


Matter of Pride 


The woman of taste takes a pride in her 
household linen, and, even though the 
fabric itself is hard-wearing, additions to 
her stock always are welcomed. Linen is 
a type of present with which it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to go wrong. It may be 
obtained .in several shapes, and no matter 
which is chosen it is almost certain to be 
welcomed. 

Linen is one of those thoughtful, useful 
sort of gifts that is appreciated and re- 
membered. It is constantly in the service 
of the recipient. It is a gift that conveys 
an impression of sincere friendship. It 
may be purchased with a minimum of 
trouble, yet it always suggests that 
thought and care have gone into its choice. 

Linen lasts. How often has a woman, 
well into the middle age, and possibly with 
married children of her own, been heard 
to refer to some piece of linen still in use 
as one of her wedding gifts. 

These are the days of imitations, sub- 
stitutes and simulacrums, but there is no 
substitute for linen—that is to say, no 
substitute that has the appearance, the 
worth and the wearing qualities of the 
genuine article. There is nothing so 
gloriously white, and what cloth for 
similar purposes can do without starching 
as the best linen can? 


Suggestions 


Articles of household linen suitable for 
Christmas presents—or, indeed, for 
presents at any other time of the year— 
include. sheets and pillow cases, face 
towels, staff towels, toilet covers, dining- 
room tablecloths, dinner napkins, side- 
tea tablecloths and tray 
cloths, dishing-up cloths, lavatory cloths 
and dust sheets.

One of the reasons for the excellence of 
linen is the great amount of trouble taken 
in its manufacture. This is particularly so 
of the bleaching and finishing processes, 
which, in the case of many linen textures 
are laborious undertakings. Bleaching and 
finishing are two of the. most important 
branches of the industry. They follow the 
processes of spinning and weaving. 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon the 
manner in which linen is manufactured— 
the scutching, hackling, preparing, spin- 
ning, bleaching and weaving. Each an 
every one of these processes, however, 
have been so thoroughly mastered in this 
country that Irish linen is accepted 
throughout the world as without a peer. 

For men’s shirts linen is ideal, and the 
use of linen for this purpose seems to be 
increasing.

Winter cruising is popular, but doubt- 
lesly the majority of the readers of this 
article do their cruising in the spring 
and summer. They should bear in mind, 
however, the desirability of taking a linen 
suit on their next voyage. It is as suit- 
able for wearing on deck as it is for shore 
trips. 

Linen also is ‘appearing in evening 
clothes for women. Recent years have 
seen the development of the uncrushable 
linen dress, while wonderful things have 
been done with the colouring of linen 
fabrics. But these are only acti rr 
After resting for many years on their oars, 
satisfied that the demand for linen was 
continuous and would remain continuous 
without any great developments on their 
part, the linen manufacturers—not only 
in [reland—have got seriously down to the 
business of research, and wonderful re- 
sults are being achieved. 


Greatest of Them All 


Some years ago, when the “ slump’”’ 
was on, there was talk of the linen in- 
dustry being finished. No greater non- 
sense could have been uttered. Linen is 
the greatest fabric of them all. There 
may be dull years in which imitations 
capture a portion of the market, but linen 
remains linen and there is nothing to 
equal it. People of taste always have 
appreciated that fact, and with the spread 
of culture and education so also must 
spread the use of linen. 

“ Linen fabrics,’’ writes an authority, 
“have several advantages over cotton, 
resulting principally from the microscopic 
structure and length of the flax fibre. 

“The cloth is much smoother and more 
lustrous than cotton cloth, and, present- 
ing a less ‘ woolly’ surface, it does not 
soil so readily, nor absorb and retain 
moisture so freely, as the more spongy 
cotton ; and it is at once a cool, clean and 
healthful material for bed-sheeting ‘and 
clothing. 

‘* Bleached linen, starched and dressed, 
possesses that unequalled purity, gloss 
and smoothness which make it alone the 
material suitable for shirt-fronts, collars 
and wrist-bands; and the gossamer 
delicacy, yet strength, of the thread it 
may be spun into, fits it for the fin. lace- 
making to which it is devoted. Flax is 
a slightly heavier material than cotton, 
while its strength is about double.” 


Old as History 


Linen is as old as history. There are 
several references to it in Holy Writ. 
The seven angels in Revelation came out 
of the temple ‘‘ clothed in pure and white 
linen.’’ n Exodus we find Moses 
charged to take ‘‘ blue and purple and 
scarlet and fine linen.’’ From the earliest 
times linen was specially honoured as an 
emblem of purity in the church and in 
private life. 

Society in early days often took its cue 
from the Church, and by imitation per- 


or used for some purpose for which pure. 


haps aspired to give to its garments and 
home f@rnishings some odour of sanctity 
and refinement, so purple and fine linen 
became associated as the hall mark of 
distinction among kings and courtiers. 

| The “purple” was a woollen cloak, 
dyed that colour by a special dye, and 
worn over fine linen under-garments, often

richly embroidered, hence the phrase, and 
fo this day a man's “ linen ” remains as 
one of the things for or against him. 

Down the ages, from East to West, pure 
linen has ever retained a special place in 
the minds of all cultured people. 


A Home Product 


There is much talk of home products, 
and the fact that they ought to be sup- 

rted for patriotic reasons. To put 
orward patriotism as a reason for using 
linen is, however, like making an excuse 
where none is required. We ought to use 
linen because it is the best possible pro- 
duct of its type, and because we cannot 
obtain any substitute half so serviceable. 

Linen is not cheap. That does not 
mean that it is impossible to obtain bar- 
gains; but you must pay a fair price for 
linen. You will be repaid. It will last 
four times as long as the best alterna- 
tive costing half the price. 

Linen manufacture was a domestic craft 
in Ireland over a thousand years ago, 
although at that time, the quality was 
not so fine as later circumstanées per- 
mitted. Coarse reeds and domestic neces- 
sity made most weavers bi-textile, and 
woollen cloth was produced on the same 
loom, as occasion required. 

The Huguenot migration to Ireland 
(1685-1700), and the introduction of finer 
French reeds, together with the activities 
of a specially created Linen Board, opened 
a wider phase of linen manufacture. 

Spinning and weaving schools were 
established in numerous directions, ‘and 
flax culture became an important part of 
rural operations, 


Industry Spreads 


Linen spinning spread throughout the 
country. At one time there were 10,000 
weavers in Galway: Drogheda was ndted 
for its coarse linens and tickens. King’s 
County made celebrated dowlas; Cork was 
known for twills and stripes; Clare, Tip- 
perary, Mayo and: Sligo also had their 
specialities. 

During the eighteenth century a Board 
of Linen Trustees appointed by the 
Government, and with headquarters in 


Dublin, supervised the industry. “A 
horde of inspectors and _ sealmasters,’’ 
commented the late Mr. J. H. Stirling, 
“showed the activity and intelligence 
which might be expected from Government 
officials.’’ 

It is not accepted without question that 
the Linen Board contributed to the better 
establishment or growth of the industry. 
In spite of its efforts the linen trade made 
no progress in parts of the country, and 
the fact that the industry became localised 
to some extent does not seem to have been 
the fault or the achievement of the Board. 
The trade developed more quickly when 
the Board ceased operating in 1828. 

Soon after this the first steam-driven 
spinning mill for flax was established in 
Ireland. The use of steam-power in the 
weaving branch came later. Hand-woven 
cloths were still produced, however, and 
up to the present day hand-production 
is used for a few specialities. 

The power loom made great strides dur- 
ing the decade from 1850 to 1860, and 
linen reaped great advantage from ,a 
cotton scarcity which occurred a few years 
afterwards. 

After the Great War the linen industry 
faced its biggest crisis, when the compe- 
tition of cotton, the shortage of flax and 
heavy taxation combined to handicap its 
normal progress, Since then the outlook 
has brightened, and there have been many 
important developments in the way of 
linen research. There had been a ten- 
dency to neglect the laboratory and ex- 
perimental side of the business, but now- 
adays all that is past, and the linen trade 
is directed with vision and enterprise.
